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Andre Beaupre (Barton MacLane), 
a Draegerman, complains to John Mc- 
Nally (Addison Richards) mine superin- 
tendant, that the men working in the 
“New Moon” gold mine are not prop- 
erly protected. McNally refuses to take 
any action, saying that he has orders 
from Martin Crane (Robert Barrat), 
the town’s banker who owns the mine, 
to speed up work. While the two are 
arguing the roar of a cave-in is heard, 
trapping a crew of eight men. 

Doctor Tom Haslett (Henry O’Neill) 
rushes to the scene with his daughter, 
Ellen (Jean Muir), who is in love with 
Beaupre. 

“Beau” leads the rescue work and is 
almost trapped himself in a second 
slide. Angry at the negligence which 
caused the cave-in, he tells Crane that 
the whole town will hear of it if any 
of the men die. 

Doctor Tom’s ambition is to have a 
modern hospital for the town but Crane 
and the company won’t help him. His 
only property is “The Graveyard” a 
jinxed, dangerous goldmine, believed 
to be of no value by all, except himself. 

When one of the miners dies. Beau 
begins to talk in a bar and McNally 
summons Crane, who fires Beau. The 
latter knocks down both Crane and 
McNally in the fight which follows. 

As Beau leaves town and kisses El- 
len goodbye, news comes that her small 
sister, Suzanne (Priscilla Lyon) has 
fallen into the shaft of the Gravevard 
mine and is seriously hurt. Doctor Tom 
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BARTON MacLANE was born in Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina, on Christmas 
Day, 1902 - - - At seven his parents 
moved to Cromwell, Conn. - - - He at- 
tended the Nathaniel White Grammar 
School, the Middleton, Conn. High 
School and the Weslyan University in 
the same town - - - His theatrical am- 
bition began as a boy when he played 
in High School and the College dramas 
- - - His first picture work was with 
Richard Dix in the football movie, 
“Quarterback” - - - After this he played 
in stock until he got his chance on 
Broadway in “The Trial of Mary 
Dugan” and then followed a succession 
of hits in “Subway Express”, “Rendez- 
vous” and other plays - - - Among his 
more recent pictures are ‘“‘Bengal Ti- 
ger’, “Bullets Or Ballots’, “Jailbreak”, 
“Times Square Playboy”, “The Walk- 
ing Dead’, “Ceiling Zero’, “Man of 
Iron’, “I Found Stella Parish’ and 
“Frisco Kid” - - - His current produc- 
tion is ‘‘Draegerman Courage’, which

JEAN MUIR—fresh from her triumph 
as actress-director in her Little Theatre 
Workshop in Los Angeles, Jean Muir 
returned to First National, by which 
studio she had been given leave of ab- 
sence, to make “Draegerman Courage’, 
which. comes ‘to: thé.....c.systas... Theatre 
Ghiaic.ccsce 1 Lay. < Seah Mek Set Her workshop 
proved a successful experiment which 
she expects to carry on later, although 
she does not intend to neglect her film 
work - - - Miss Muir was born in New 
York City and received her education 
in private schools in the East - - - While 
studying in Paris, she was suddenly 
called back to America, meeting John 
Drinkwater, the playwright, on the 
boat - - - He became interested in her 
possible stage talents and offered her a 
role in his troupe which was scheduled 
to tour the country in his “Bird In 
Hand” - - - She accepted and gained 
valuable training with the great actor 
- - - Returning to Broadway, she soon 
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needs money later to pay for an opera- 
tion on his dauzhter and goes to Crane 
to borrow with the Graveyard Mine as 
security. 

Crane offers him a ridiculously low 
price for an option on the mine and the 
doctor is forced to accept, because he 
needs the money so badly. 


The two men go down in the mine 
the following night with McNally to 
look it over. A cave-in occurs, trapping 
them far below the surface in a de- 
serted shaft. The alarm is sounded 
when they are missed and their loca- 
tion is discovered by smoke from their 
fire escaping to the surface through a 
fissure. 


Beau rushes to join the rescue work 
from a near-by town where he has 
been working. They drill down to the 
men finally but McNally has already 
died of pneumonia. A pipe is sunk to 
send down food and Beau supervises 
digging from the shaft mouth. The 
world is electrified at the dramatic 
struggle for two men’s lives. Time 
grows short as water rises in their nar- 
row trap. 


Beau finally gets through and fights 
his way across a narrow ledze, bring- 
ing the two men back alive. The world, 
brought to the scene by radio, applauds. 


Crane, from having been so close to 
death, has a change of heart, and do- 
nates the money for Doctor Tom’s new 
hospital. Beau and Ellen, with all ob- 
stacles removed, finally are happy. 
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became well-known through the fine 
performances in “The Truth Game”.

Thrilling Dramatic Film 


Barton MacLane and Jean Muir Score 
In Drama At The Strand 


The heights to which men may rise in moments of supreme 
danger are stirringly depicted in First National’s ‘“‘Draegerman 
Courage”, which was shown for the first time locally yesterday at 
NGL Fil GS heck. Aloe Sha Theatre. 

The breathtaking melodrama of human daring takes place in 


the depths of a mine where a number of men have been entombed. 
This is the harrowing part of the plot. The inspirational part of 


the picture is the heroic struggle 
of the men who are above in the 
sunlight—to save their comrades 
from sure death below. “Draeger- 
man Courage” is one of the most 
thrilling pictures ever filmed. 


The final rescue was effected by 
the Draegermen, an organization 
of men picked for their bravery— 
and named for Draeger, the scien- 
tist who invented the life-saving 
tools of their perilous profession.

At the door she ran _ head-on 
into a pleasant-faced young man 
who was holding the slipper. It 
had just missed his head as he 
walked past the window. He was 
bringing it back, curious to see the 
Cinderella who had lost it.

It’s 
Jean Muir’s own statement, and 
the difference between Jean Muir 
and other people is, when she 
makes such a_ self-confident re- 
mark, instead of laughing, you be- 
lieve her. Hollywood has discov- 
ered long before this, that when- 
ever the amazingly young but sin- 
cere and serious Warner Bros. star 
says anything, it’s a good sound 
bet that that’s just exactly what 
will come to pass. She’s Scotch. 

Another reason that this unusual 
statement is interesting, is that it 
denotes a sudden change of heart 
on Jean’s part. Formerly, she took 
little interest in motion pictures. 
All she cared about was the pay 
check, which she promptly sank in- 
to an outside project of her own, a 
“Little Theatre Workshop”, de- 
signed to train talented young- 
sters in the arts of the legitimate 
theatre. The stage, in short, has 
been Jean’s one love, and when 
she remarked, on first coming to 
Hollywood, that she would rather 
be a great woman producer than a 
picture star, Hollywood soon dis- 
covered, to its great surprise, that 
she meant it.

“Turn off the heat,” they said. 


So the heating apparatus was 
shut off and they paddled in cool 
but rather dirty water throughout 
the day.
